tiling, that could rise in its might and 
hurl back epithet for epithet -with 
which it was branded, the whole ot 
Connellsvllle •would riso and take no- 
tice, alter tho vilifying and scorch- 
ing picture that Attorney E. C. Hlsbeo 
painted of the thoroughfare last night 
at the regular Town. Council meeting. 
But Francis avenuo has stood tho 
fiery words ot maddened citizens for 
these many years, yet it ia Francis 
avenue despised and neglected, and 
as other Councils have found It, it is 
impossible to do anything with it in 
the way of permanent improvement. 


But while Francis avenue was tho 


first bit of reu] liveliness Injected In- 
to the meeting last night, the election 
of a policeman to fill "tho place of M. 
J. McCutldea was also a lively topic, 
as well as the announcement by Coun- 
cilman "Wallace that tho 
insurance 


companies had placed In effect a re' 
dizced rate for flre Insurance oC 16 
cents per thousand, base rates, on the 
presumption that thero was a volutv 
terr flre department in town. Every- 
thing presented last night brought up 
a discussion of varied lengtn and pos 
sibnitles. 


William Bowman won the police Job 


out of a list ol eight regular candl 
dates. Those applying 'or tlio place 
were 
Georgo M. Francis, 
William 


Bowman, A. H. 'Itfanhelmer, Charles 
Belts. S. B. Docker, Georgo Gregg, 
Joseph B. Blshor and H. S. Witt The 
Hat represented applicants from Mt. 


-,, Pleasant to tmlontown, and. Witt had 


a long list of recommendations too 
long to -be read, but as soon as tho 
ballottlng began it was evidoot that 
Bowman was the choice. 
Although 


the ballot was a secret one, thero was 
no secrecy in the statement that Wal- 
lace and Huston voted with tuo two 
Democratic members, Stlllwagon and 
McCormick, in the selection of the po- 


' llceman against -Kooser G Irani, and 


Millard, Friel telng absent from the 
meeting., Tho popular supposition was 
that S. B. Decker would secure the 
place. 


Attorney. B. C. Hlgbee opened tho 


meeting and. he never made a more 
forceful address to a crowd of citizens. 
He came prepared to tell them about 
Francis avenue, and he told it in a 
forceful, emphatic wa>, and did not 
leave any room for any one to sup- 
pose that the citizens of that thor- 
oughfare meant business and a threat 
to the members ot tho .august body. 
In very plain words he told the mem- 
bers of the Council that the law com- 
pelled them to keep a street in passa- 
ble condition no matter what tho clr- 
circumstances were hanging about it, 
•whether property owners -wanted it 
paved or not. 
On behalf of the citi- 


zens he represented he said It could 
be made into a street of 25 feet, of 
30, oE 40 or ot 60, and it was the only 
street outside of Main street in the 
town of such broad expanbe. 
The 


citizens he represented were willing 
to do anything to get the street in 
JBhape. But he did not represent two- 
thirds of the property owners, and he 
came in response to a demand that 
the street he made passable, otherwise 
the same old. routine of having thp 
court declare it a nuisance would be 
nought, and thero would be moi e costs 
to pay. 
There wore| two Mis of 


S61.SO and .$39.92 ordered paid at the 
meeting on the same grounds as form- 
er Councils had paid enormous -aurofa 
for making temporary repairs. 


The difficulty arises ovor thu fact 


that tho residents along the street 
are more numerous than those hold- 
ing property along the thoroughfare. 
All the residents who live there are 
willing to have the street paved, anx- 
ious and petitioning for it, but their 
combined interests do not represent 
the amount of front rootage on the 
street that non-resldonta hold in un- 
improved property. The result is that 
the Council cannot make an ordinance 
requiring the street to he pavod undor 
the law and collect the proportion 
from those -who do not sign tho potl-j 
tion. On the other hand the law spe- 
clflcally says that a street must bo 
kept in a passable condition at all 
cost. The cose of keeping tlio Btroet

enormous,

8COTTDALE, July 22.—During tho 


'raging of one of the- hardest .storms 
that has ever visited this section, Ar- 
thur Li. Byrne, a cleric in the Broacl- 
•way .National bank, had a narrow ea- 
.•caper .'from death or frightful Injury 
Trtien an SxlO plafe window wag blown 


I into the bank by the terrific violence 
j of-the-' storm. ' Mr. Byrne had just 
L closed •• the transoms above the wln- 
/ dow in the -Directors* room and stepped 


to one side to go into* the customers' 


( space when the window ot the Direc- 


tors' room was hurled in huge pieces 


' of plate - into the room, tamdreds of 
\ pounds, of glass falling on the Di- 
rectors' table and chairs surrounding 
it, and cutting them up badly. 
The 


lorce of the wind drove some of the 
glass to the back end of1 the room. 
The rain'itself was coming in a sheet 
and the marks of it are plain on tho 
ceiling 20'feet back from the window, 
showing the (fearful force of the/storm. 
The window broken..in Is on the Pitts- 
burg street side of the Reid building 
la which the banking house is located, 
and was worth $100, insured. 
Cashier 


Charles S. Hall and Clerk Byrne saw 
the storm approaching and hastened to 
close the doors and windows. A slight 
delay In closing the window of the Di- 
rectors' room would havo placed MT. 
Byrne directly under the heavy glass. 
At the Broadway department store in 


, the same building a heavier plate 
' glass transom was blown Ja and crash- 


ed in a thousand pieces on the floor, 
luckily no ono, being near by. 
The 


storm'. was accompanied by a heavy 
cannonading of thunder -and thin, vi- 
cious' streaks of lightning. 
The rain- 


fall was the heaviest of any storm this 
year, and, driven by a high wind, made 
a cloud of water that one could not 
»ee through for a score of feet. 
Tho 


streets ran with water over the curbs, 
ar.d the mud ones were badly washed, 
.the repair work of the Street Commis- 
sioner, where it was but recently dono, 
wfla in, some places washed clear out. 
At W. A. Bacon's restaurant on Pitt.a- 
Irurg ' street, under Hornsr Mllliroii's 
barber shop, tho flood camo in over 
the pavement and into the basement, 
ailing :it for a'depth of nvo Inohc1*. 
The flewers were choked with water 
for a while and the sidewalks In many 
pl.aces were left with a. thick'deposit 
o).' mud on them. 
The wind did a 


great..deal of damage, to trees, 
At 


the corner of Grant and Eversou nvo 
Hues tlie top was blown oat ot a. largo 
shade tree and fell on an electric wire, 
•which glowed In the tree all.night. At 
the old Baptist church the damage
